People are now eating more fats 
and proteins than before, and in 
quantities that afford them more 
calories but fewer vitamins, 

These are some of the findings of 
a study recently completed by the 
Central Bureau of Statistica on the 
food shopping habits in the country 
last year, 

According to the study, the food 
value of “Mr. Israeli’s” dally diet 
consists of 3,063 calories, 95.6 grams 
of protein and 110.7 grams of fat. 
The comparative quantities for the 
previous year were 3,030 calories, 
94.6 grams and 108 grams. 

On the other hand, the vitamin 
content of his dally fare has drop- 
ped as follows: vitamin A — 4,059 
international units (from 4,228 IU a 


year earlier): vitamin B-1 (thia- 


mine) — 1.87 mg. (1.72 mg.); and 
vitamin C (asecorble acid) — 125 
mg. (131 mg.)

East Germany

BERLIN (AP). — East Germany 
announced on Saturday that it will 
reduce fees charged visitors from 
the West in an apparent bid to win 
a loan of $300m. from West Ger- 
many. 

The official news agency, ADN, 
said that 85 from November 15, vi- 
sitors from outside the Communist 
Bloc will have to pay the equivalent 
of $5.50 for a visit to Hast Germany 
and about §3 per day to East Ber- 
lin. 


Exactly a year ago, the Hast Ger- 
mans had raised these fees to $8 and 
$4, twice what they had been before. 

The West Germans then accused 
the East Germans of reneging on 
terms of an agreement covering vi- 
sits by West Germans, and with- 
held approval of a $800m. interest- 
free loan for next year — pending 
reduction of the fees. 

West Berlin Mayor Klaus Schuetz 
was quoted by a television station 
as saying that the reduction was
